A Bridgeport (Conn.) m an has invented a 
neat thing in the way of a steam heater to 
carry about on the person. It is a sm all 
affair, consisting of a conner boiler, under 
which i s a d niinutive lam p, all encased in 
a nickel box ana balanced som ething like a 
compass, so th at, no m atter w hat position 
the ou side box is in, the boiler and lamp 
wilt always rem ain in the required \ertical 
position. 'I he e n tr e apparatus is so sm all 
th a t it can be carried in the pocket. 
A fter the lam p is lighted the w ater in the 
boiler is heated and circulated through rub­ 
ber tubes, which lu n down the legs, around 
the ankles, up around th e back and back to 
the boiler.

Presently its m outh opened, show inglittlo 
red gum s, and there cam e out the funniest 
little squeal im aginable. Tho noise could 
not have been heard across tho ward and it 
sounded like the last w ail of a lost ra t away 
off in the garret. 
"T here!” declared tho nurse, knowingly, 
"you see the baby w ants to go to sleep now, 
and I m u st p u ttie r back on tho pillow in 
the cradle. 
Agnes McLean, tho m otlier, is rather bash­ 
ful. and although slid likes to have atten ­ 
tion show n her baby, she does not care 
about m uch for herself. 
Sho seldom goes 
out of sight of her unique substitute, aud 
watches the visitors closely. 
“ I suppose yeti are very proud of your 
lovely baby,” observed tho reporter. 
"Oh. y< s sir,” replied Agnes, with a slight 
tingo of Scotch accent in her voice. "I was 
so afraid she would not live, but now she 
seems to be quite strong. 
“The doctor says th a t le a n take her to 
my sister’s iii about two weeks. I had a 
letter from my sister ana she is very 
anxious to have me go to sea lier. I love 
my bai.y. sir. and do not w ant to leave until 
I can take lier with mo.” 
Dr. A. M. Thomas, superintendent of Hie 
hospital, is very roucient about t eing inter­ 
viewed on the “artibeial raising of babies” 
sulflect.

He feels very m uch gratified at tho suc­ 
cess of his hatching cradle however, ami 
says t h a t 1 his first trial has been satisfactory. 
He is confident th a t the hatching cradle Is 
just the thing for an em ergency. 
Physicians claim th a t a child is not able to 
breathe until 14 weeks prior to the accus­ 
tom ed tim e of birth, mid th at a child born 
at sucli a stage will not live. It. is calcu­ 
lated by the physicians on W ard’s Island 
who have had to do w ith th is ease th a t tho 
child was prem ature by 13 weeks. 
They cannot estim ate this to a certainty, 
hut aro able to judge * m y closely by its size 
ami tim general conditions. 
They are confident, however, th a t a baby 
was never before 
n e a r e d In a H a t c h i n g C rad le 
in this country. 
The first attem pt in this direction was 
m ade in Paris, and Dr. Thom as obtained 
the idea from an article in a P hiladelphia 
medical journal, giving an account of tho 
success attending the use of such au opera­ 
tic u by Professor T an n er of Paris. 
The danger of rearing babies prem aturely 
born is in the changes of tem perature rn 
tim atm osphere to winch they are usually 
oxDosed. and tho inability to keep the 
babies’ bodies up to the right degree of 
heat, which is 08Va to 99 ’ Fahrenheit. 
The hatching cradle which is now being 
put to such a useful service overcom es 
these difiicu ties, and is a successful m other 
in everything except nursing. 
The experim ent just being tried has al­ 
ready proven th at even the natural nursing 
of tlie m other was not a*, successful as tho 
artificial nursing which has been practised. 
"H atching cradle” sounds well enough, 
but tim instrum ent itself looks more like 
an ordinary ice-box th an it docs like any­ 
thing cise. It m ight also rem ind one of an 
incubator 
for 
hatching oggs, w hich is 
heated on the sam e principle. 
it is about three feet high and three feet 
square, is m ade of soft wood, stands on 
casters, and is neatly painted. 
T he sides 
are (Iou Ie. and. like an ice-box. are filled 
with saw-dust, so as to m ake them non­ 
conductors of heat or cold. 
(tn the bottom rests a galvanized iron 
tank about 2 feet long, lVa feet wide and 
lo inches deep, 
tw o t ti tubes run from 
the lank out through the front of tho 
cradle, one from the top and one from the 
bottom, 
lh e y connect w ith a tin reservoir, 
winch is cylinder shape, about four inches 
in diam eter and stands upright, or rather is 
held in ifs position outside the cradle by 
the tw o tubes. 
A spirit lam p rests directly underneath 
the tin reservoir. T hus it will be readily 
understood th a t when w ater is poured into 
tho tin resort o r it runs at first through tho 
lower tin tube to tho tank, and continues 
to do this until it rises high enough to 
m ako its way through the tipper tube. 
W hen the tank is full it 13 tim e to stop pour­ 
ing in the water. 
H ot w ater is used. By lighting the spirit 
lam p th e w ater is kept hot on tho thermo- 
siphon principle. T hat is, as the w ater in 
the reservoir is heated from the bottom it 
rises and bv circulation an even tem pera­ 
ture is m aintained. 
The tan k is covered over and m ade steam 
tight, so no steam can escape into the 
interior of the cradle. 
A shelf is m ade 


about a foot from the top and at this point 
in the front side is cu t a door, stuffed 
T.lke th© D oor o f n R efrtB o ra tn r. 
The shelf comes from tho hack side to 
w ithin about eight inches of tho fro n t 
Tlte baby is put in through the door and 
ro ts o n a pillow on the shelf. A pan * of 
glass is neatly put into th© top and the baby 
can Ins w atched through it verv nicely, and 
does not base to be taken out to be seen. 
T ho cradle is ventilated by four holes eat 
in tho bottom, each att inch in diam eter, 
and four scarcely three-sixteenths of an 
inch in tlie top. 
The warm air inside rises and escapes, not 
too rapidly, through tho sm all hole*' in the 
top, while fresh air is constantly taking its 
place by entering at th e bottom. Tho glass 
on ton is m ade to si de go th at when a freer 
ventilation is desired it can be readily had.

M an)' failu res w ith seed arise from n o t sow­ 
in g it in p a rtia l shade, 
lf seeds arc e x ­ 


to lle d th e io rest 
c aterp illa rs w h ich d e­ 
n u d ed la rg e tra c ts of forests a n d o r ;liar » in 
N ew E n g lan d a few years ago. 
P rofessor 
Forbes, S ta te en to m o lo g ist of Illinois, has 
noticed th e sam e disease am o n g insects, an d 
he w rites to th e S ta le D ep artm en t th a t th e 
ch in ch bugs of so u th ern Illinois are being 
rap id ly carried aw ay. in every place lately 
v isited , by one or both of tw o contagious 
diseases th e sam e as those w h ich h erald ed 
th e d isap p earan ce ot 
th is 
p e st in cen ­ 
tra l Illinois in 1882, as described a t len g th 
in to e en to m o lo g ist s rep o rt for th a t year.

OUR AFFAIR W ITH HAYTL 


It is going to be a very pretty question 
w hat the U nited S tates shall do about this 
M artian affair. 
T he H aytian “prize court” has seized and 
confiscated the Am erican steam er H aytian 
Republic, owned in Boston, and has fined 
the captain and owners Sot),OOO. The plea 
is th a t the H aytian Republic was a block­ 
ade runner. aud was violating the laws of 
n eutrality by giving aid and com fort to 
th e H aytian insurgents, who are now in 
arm s against the present H aytian govern­ 
m ent. lf this plea is sustained we suppose 
th a t nothing can be done about it by the 
U nited States governm ent, aud theow uers 
of th e steam er will have to pocket their 
loss w ith th e best grace they can. 
B ut there is som ething decidedly fishy 
about th e affair as th e published evidence 
stands a t present. T here has been n o th ­ 
ing yet to piove th a t the charge of giving 
aid aud com fort to tb e rebels is true, except 
th e bare assertion of the H aytian authori­ 
ties. And as for th e charge th a t the H ay­ 
tian R epublic is a blockade runner, th a t is 
altogether too broad aud indefinite to hold. 
It is asserted officially th a t one of the 
rharges on which th e vessel was condem ned 
was th at she had "m ade a com plete circuit 
of th e island of H ay ti.” and had entered 


m ust be captured in the act of running tho 
blo, Lade in order to lie a law ful prize. T his 
does not appear to have been the case w ith 
th e h a y tian R> public. 
And It seems th a t 
th# H aytian authorities them selves were in 
some doubt about it, for 
the 
question 
w hether the steam er was a blockade runner 
or not was a disputed one. and bad to bo re­ 
ferred to on© of the local courts for a 
decision. 
This m atter ought to bo thoroughly arid 
im part ally investigated by our S tate De­ 
partm ent. lf it is tound, as now appears 
probable, th a t an A m erican steam er was 
setaed w ’th o u t just cause, then quick and 
am ple reparation should be exacted. H ayti 
would m ake a valuable addition to the ter­ 
ritory of the U nited States, anyway. If it 
Ive found th a t justice is on our side we tru st 
th a t Secretary B a y a r d will im part a de­ 
gree of rigidity to th a t wobbling backbond 
of his and try a little “jingoism .”

Yes, labor will have to w ait four years 
till the tables are set again for another love 
feast of its protectors.

can be m ost profitably utilized by noticing 
how the high tariff protectors will silently 
get m their work before they are ready for 
the nex t political lay out. 
W isdom will 
come slowly but surely to those who have 
been taught th at labor can best get rich by 
taxing itself, and th a t th e proper way to 
lift itself over the high fence of poverty is 
to pull persistently on its boot straps. 


frankly th at before a State-aided land pur­ 
chase schem e of this character can be suc­ 
cessfully carried out, there m ust l e a newly- 
constituted authority in Ireland, a govern­ 
m ent which the Irish people are w illing to 
respect and support, and which, in ct nse- 
qut nee, will have tho strength to carry out 
the com pact nuder w hich the loans are to 
be m ade to tho tenants.

MR. PARNELL ON SALISBURY’S LAND- 


PURCHASE BILL. 


» By a m ajor ty of 75 the S a l is b u r y gov­ 
ernm ent on Thursday night last passed its 
Irish land-purchase bill to a second reading. 
The calm and m oderate, yet firm and 
forcible, speech ot Mr. PARNELL in opposi­ 
tion to the passage of this m easure was 
entirely w orthy of his high reputation as a 
parliam entary leader. He clearly exposed 
the weakness of the new Tory prescription 
for rem edying Ireland’s just discontent. 
The professed aim of the purchase bill is to 
create a body of peasant landow ners in 
place of tbe territorial landlords who now 
possess the soil. This object, in itself, Mr. 


P a r n e l l declared to bo good. B ut Lord 


S a l i s b u r y ’s bill would not. for reasons 
which Mr. PARNELL plainly stated, accom ­ 
plish this desirable object. It m akes no 
provision w hatever by which those tenants 
who have suffered the crushing injustice 
of rack-rentine tor years, and are now hope­ 
lessly in arrears of debt to their landlords, 
can avail them selves of the governm ent's 
aid in purcha-ing their little farms. 
To suppose th a t the Irish tenants would 
be content w ith an act which only offers 
them State assistance on conditions which 
leaves them still groaning under this in­ 
iquitous burden of arrears of rent, which 
they cannot possibly pay, is not reasonable. 
The bill, which seems likely to become law, 
pledges the governm ent to advance about 
$5,000,000 in sm all sum s to help individual 
tenants to become the owners of their hold­ 
ings. lf the Tories of tw enty years ago had 
been asked to propose such a bill as this they 
would have held up their hands in the 
veriest horror, and branded the schem e as 
a socialistic attack upon the 
rights of 
property. 
Mr. 
P a r n e l l and th e Land 
League have taught the Tory party and 
th eir clients, the landlords, some things in 
the interval which they have evidently 
laid well to heart. 
In effect this bill of S a l i s b u r y ’s is de­ 
signed to give tbe Irish landlords, who feel 
they cannot hold on to their rack-renting 
system m uch longer, a chance to sell out on 
good term s to the State, and take them ­ 
selves out of the way. But the English 
taxpayer, who m ust pay these 85,000.000 
to buy out the Irish landlords, are very 
naturally anxious to know w hat security 
“•v ery little port.” iii defiance of th e block- j there is th at the Irish tenants will quietly 
ade im posed by th e H ay tian governm ent;

They were 
working a t th eir lessons, I doubt not and 
the better class of. apane e women are by 
no m eans uneducated. 
They receive, I am 
told, a better tra iling than the women of 
any other oriental nation, and they are bet­ 
ter treated than those of any other Asiatic 
nation, fi lle Japanese girl can. as a rule, 
read and w rite Japanese. She learns all 
about household m atters, and she takoi tho 
who e charge of the household. This is 
lier sphere, and she is know n as the honor- 
a Ie rn stress of ihe household.

In the case of the poorer 
m erchants she often acts as one of the 
c el ks in the store . and takes the place of 
the hush ndw hen lie is not present. In 
the country you will often find her working 
in the fields: aud atN ik k o I saw great n um ­ 
bers of women who acted as the leaders of 
pack horses carrying copper aud goods up 
and down the m ountains. 
S ill. I th in k the women here have an 
easier tim e than those of the lower ( lasses 
of Germ any or Holland, and you see fewer 
labor-hardened faces am ong tho o her sex 
here than you do in m any of tbe countries 
of Europe.

M arriage In Japan is Dot a t­ 
tended w ith tbe solem nity and religious 
cerem ony of th e Am erican wedding.

anil th e negotiations for it go on, as a rule, 
through tho parents. 
Tho young m an aud 
woman have no prelim inary courtship, and 
the seeing one another for one or two tim es 
is the only chance they have of deciding 
w hether there is any com patibility of tem ­ 
pera m ent 
W hen Yum Y urn has arrived at 
the age of 15 or in, her parents instruct one 
ol th eir friends or a p ofesslonal m atch­ 
m aker to look al out for a good husband for 
her, If t ev have decided upon Hie young 
m an, they m ution his name, and it is tho 
duty of the friend to speak to the parents 
of tire prospective bridegroom and arrange 
the m atter.

T his go-between is called a N akadacbip. 
He appears rn every Japanese m a riage, 
and it w ould e ent rely im proper for either 
th bridegroom or th e parents to arrange a 
m atch w ithout him. 
He has charge of 
everyth ng relating to the m ariiage. He 
brim s the young people together generally 
at a tea house where both fam ilies m eet to 
have a party for th e occasion, and it is at 
this m eeting th at the two often see each 
other tor the first tim e. If. as in the case of 
" th e M ikado.” Yum Yum falls in lo e a t 
firs) s g h tw ith herN auki-Poo.it is a I right. 
The two giggle and laugh, and e \ am ine 
each other, and 
a few days later, the 
m atch being agree*! upon. presents pass be­ 
tw een the two part es, and th e acceptance 
of these presents is understood a*, an agree­ 
m ent th a t the m arriage is to take place. 
The presents consist of live tubs of sake or 
ri e wine of five articles of food, tw o rolls 
of silk and a silken girdle. 
T his is. of course, am ong tho better 
classes. The lower and poorer send a less 
am ount and a poorer qual ty. 
The cerem ony proper is m ade up of the 
drinking of sa re and the eating of a dinner 
together in tho pre-ence of the two fam ­ 
ilies. 
The bride comes to the groom ’s 
house to be m arried, and she brings along 
presents 
for 
nim aud her prospective 
parents-in-law . fc.he 
A p p ear* U p o n th e S c e n e 
in a dress of w hite, which, how ever, she 
changes before tire cerem ony for one of 
colors, w hich is a present to her from tho 
groom. The groom also gets a present of a 
gown fro n her and puts th is on. At the 
dr nking of the wino the bride g ts tbe first 
cup,and there is an a most incessant d rin k ­ 
ing throughout the cerem ony. 
After m arriage th e bride or the w ile is 
swallowed un as it were, rn the fam ily of 
her husband, 
Looks on the duties of women urge her to 
be subserv ient to her pareuis-in-law, and in 
tim es past she was exp* cted to com m uni- 
ea e w ith her own parents clue y by mes­ 
senger and not to visit t. ern by any m eans 
ire uently. 
Tho chief b* ok on vv m an 
tra io iiu in Japanese Ii eratu e is the O nna 
Daigaku, which is tau g h t lo ail Japanese 
girls, and on which I am told they base their 
conduct. 
It is founded on tire nrin iple 
th a t woman is m uch th e iu ie tio r of m an, 
and th at she is n aturally prone to evil. It 
says th a t nine women out of IO are suffer­ 
ing from m ental (Iisea es of intellect, anger 
and resentm ent, evil speaking, jealousy aud 
lack of intellect. 
The wire should, therefore, depend upon 
her husband’s instructions in all things, 
and she is subservient to her fath er in a 
like degree b< fore m arriage. 
Hire has, says this book, no rig h t to show 
jealousy, and if her husband is g u ilty -of 
im proprieties she should gently reprove 
him . Hire should go no place w ithout ber 
husband’s perm ission, ami a bu band has 
th e rig* t to bring a concn bine into (he house 
if he will. The result of th is is th a t concu­ 
binage prevails here to a large extent, and 
th e m en of Japan have a low m oral stand­ 
ard in regard to women. The busti and has 
alm ost absolute control over his wife by the 
law of divorce, and he can get rid of her if 
be w ll on seven different grounds. 
If bis wife bas reached tire age of 50 
and is childless Ire can divorce her. If she 
talk s too rnuc 11 th e law allows h m to send 
her aw ay; if she is guilty of th eft, if she 
is ad dieted to jealou y or, if she is dis­ 
obedient to her parents-in-law. she is liable 
to divorce, an •« if she com m it adultery, 
she is. of course divorced. W ith such cus­ 
tom s it is no w onder th a t the num ber of 
divorces in • anan is la ger th an those of In- 
d ana in its palm iest days of liberal divorce 
suits. 
Iii onnect:on w ith this comes the subject 
of licensed prostitution and the selling of

I y the r parents to a life of sham e, 
which has m ade Japan notorious the Chris­ 
tian world over.

A correspondent of the N orthw estern 
K adroader advances a curious theory for 
the increasing prevalence of floods and rain­ 
storms.

D. C.. is the 
National Bureau of Engraving and Print­ 
ing. You are mot at tho iron-grated door 
by a watchman, who politely re uiresyou 
to state your business. If you inform hun 
that you wish to see how Undo Sam makes 
postage and revenue stamps, bank notes, 
greenbacks, 
bonds, 
silver 
certificates, 
etc., 
he 
ushers 
you 
into 
the 
w ait­ 
ing room. Here you must register your 
name, occupation and residence. A guide 
leads iou up two flights of stairs, through 
several rooms into the "w etting division.” 
where tile paper is first introduced and 
where ttie government apprentices to the 
plate-print'ng trade are taught how to wet 
the paper for printing. In th ;s department 
are eight to twelve lady ‘ counters,” tlirce 
or four clerks and from four to fifteen 
apprentices and 
helmets, all of whom 
are under the charge of a superiuton - 
tn t who is held responsible for all their 
daily deeds and misdeeds. Your attention 
is at on e attracted to stacks of paper wrap­ 
ped in danm rags end somewhat resembling 
tombstones at the first glance. 
You will 
notice the counters’ fingers pass over the 
paper w th wonderful rapidity as 
they 
"count.” "shift,” or "clear” the sheets, and 
you will hardly believe it m hen told that 
several of 
the°e ladies can count loon 
sheets 
in 
from 
two 
to two 
and 
on -half minutes. 
It is trite, however, 
a fast counter handling from GOO,ODO 
to 85U.000 sheets in eight or ntne hours. 
Each lady is res rinsible for her work, and 
if she makes a mistake of oven one sheet or 
fails to detect an error made before the 
she-ts were brought into the room, thus 
permitting them to pass lier as coirectly 
counted, she is furloughed, discharged or 
given a w ritten reprimand from the chief 
of the bureau, according to the potency of 
her political backing. As each lady counts

Tile 
clerk responds by designating the work the 
printe is to do that dav, aud the deliverer 
hands the girl there iu red number of sheets 
of paper, and it is charged to tie printer. A 
re ora of each transaction is made, and few 
mistakes occur. When mistakes do occur, 
they nvariably cost some one pretty dearly. 
Tile g t i cam es her pa et- to her press and 
counts the sheets to see that Ute number 
charged is correct. The printer gets lits 
press ready, inks ins Plate, wipes off the ink 
ne t taken into the lines of the engraving, 
polishes the clean surface of the plate mid 
pu s it in place on the bed of the press. The 
g rl lays on tile sheet. The printer turns 
the wheel and the plate ana sheet puss 
s.owly under the roller and the impression 
is made. The girl remot es the sheet, it is 
a very simple matter, hut it requires a good 
deal of careful work. 
To print lo JO sheets the printer must ink 
his plate I OOO times, wipe it loot) times and 
polish it iooo times going over it ROJO 
a together, and lie must od rate and re- 
verse the press 1000 times and the girl 
must handle the sheets 2000 times in ihe 
printing alone. As fast as two are printed 
she p aces them back to back between-two 
sheets of dry, light brown paper which in­ 
volves additional handling. The printer 
emu oys a gas stove to keep the plates 
warm 
enough 
so that 
they will dry 
and polish readily. So the pr nting g es 
on all through the day. Then the pr liter 
returns h b p ate and ink to their keepers, 
and the girl aga u counts the paper and 
takes tile printed sheets to the office of the 
printing division, where they are recorded, 
and the unprinted sheets to the wetting 
division, where they are received and c ed­ 
ited to the printer. 
The printed sheets 
have now bien cb uged from "plain to 
bacK" to ‘black backs to tint.” They are 
put in bulk in wooden crates, and then on 
small trucks are run into the drying-room, 
w hich is an im men e brick oven line with 
steam pipes. The doors are closed and the 
steam is tu ned od. and in

The same 
painstak ng labor is gone through with 
over and over again till the notes lack only 
the signatures of the officials of the na­ 
tional banks for wh ch they have been 
pr nted to make them acceptable anywhere 
in the ountry. The seals are printed on 
the notes by la n e power presses, and the 
number ng is done by adios on ti setlines 
slightly resembling sewing machines, also 
run by steam. 
When yo 
enter the engraving depart­ 
ment you wonder at tile patience of the 
artist workers there, home of ihem have 
passed many years in the employ of Uncle 


Sam. Some of the work 1s so slow that so 
one but an engraver could say at night that 
any pr< gress had been made d u rn s the 
day. 
Mouths are consumed in making 
single pieces of work. 
The engravers are the best to be procured. 
Their work comes high, but it is good, and 
not easily c unterfcited. From ti.is silent 
room, where every one is too busy to talk 
and too m ch engrossed in the work before 
him to even think of anything else, you are 
shown to the room in which the different 
kinds of ink are made which are hero used. 
You are not likely to enter or to linger long 
at the door, for your eyes and nostrils are 
soon filled with a line, pungent dust, wht Ii, 
if 
it 
were 
not 
otherwise 
disagreea­ 
ble, would speedily ruin your clothes. 
This arises from the grinding and mixing 
of the ingredients entering into inks of 
various colors. You gladly turn away and 
are 
somewhat 
disappointed at 
seeing 
nothing of especial interest in the carpenter 
and machine shope to which you are next 
conducted, for they are very much like 
other carpenter and machine shops tho 
world oxer. You have now seen about all 
there is to see, and you go out bewildered 
with an idea of the endless counting to 
which the paper is subjected and wishing 
less than ever before for a position in tho 
treasury department. 
The pay In tho bureau is good. The en­ 
gravers are. many of tin rn, artists of reputa­ 
tion, and reap rich rewards for their labor 
and their ski I, Blate printers work by 
the piece and sometimes make as muon 
as $2o a day, out of which they pay their 
helpers from 51.25 to *1 50 a day. The 
c< miters also work by the piece. Toe price 
paid is two rents per I OOO sheets for p lan 
paper, three < eats per 1000 sheets for count­ 
ing and d riding into sections, fi x to soven 
cents per 1000 sheets for "sh if ting:,’' and 
four cents per 1000 sheets for “taking out 
of rags.” Tile superintendent of the wot­ 
ting division is pad $ per day and the 
other superintendents aro also well com­ 
pensated, as are the clerks and bookkeep­ 
er'. 
People who work here are never 
cheated out of their wages, and the e is 
never any harassing uncertainty about pay 
day. 
Objects of especial interest in the en­ 
graving d r ision are the thre‘6 elegant and 
valuable swords once the property of Gen­ 
al a1 R. E. Lee. to whom they were presented 
bv the government and two states m

MAKING RAILROAD MAPS. 


A Description of the Methods Now in 
Use—An Interesting Process in a Very 
Hot Boom. 
.Philadelphia Call.] 
The method of making railroad maps is 
described as follows: Up to 1870 maps were 
engraved on stone, copper or steel. The 
process was slow, tedious and ex pensive, 
The plates soon wore out, and maps were 
costly. 
About this time the process of 
making maps on wax was invented. It 
revolutionized one kind of map making, 
and they became almost as cheap as news­ 
papers. Tile map maker works in a room 
the temperature of which cannot go below 
90 . Few men work at it longer than four 
years, though years of apprenticeship are 
required to make them expert. 
The heat 
I peonies unendurab.e in the end, and they 
go into a me other employment. 
Preparatory to making the original plate, 
melted beeswax and a me hardening in­ 
gredients ate poured on a h gilly lolished 
metal table, i or tine work the wax i , as 
thin as a piece ol paper, hut for the coarser 
kind the waxen sfieet is an eighth of an 
inch thicker.

W ith an honest m iner’s instinct E ve­ 
leth insisted on proceeding w ith care, and 
positively refused to take part iii ’boom ing’ 
a w orthless m ine. 
"Marcus was angered at this, but E veleth 
was stubborn, and continued his work of 
prospecting, determ ined to find 
a good 
m ine, or none at all. 
K now ing th at Wet- 
m oie had great intlui nee w ith E veleth , 
M arcus w ro.e to E ngland ask in g him lo 
com e on.

"Bv tho tim e w e left E ngland she had 
com e to know som ethin g of m y father’s 
character, and it seem ed to be a constant 
feat- w itb her th at ho should do som ethin g 
wrong.

"Before w e arrived in 
A ustralia 
tw o 
things had happened. E veleth . seein g the 
dishonest purposes of h s partners, had 
broken aw ay from them and refused to 
reciigui e that th ev had any righ t to coun­ 
sel, m uch less d ictaie to him 
"C ontinuing his prospecting alone he had 
discovered a w onderfully rich deposit of 
the ’placer’ variety and had bought up a 
large tract of land, inclu ding tho best part 
oi t h e ’d iggin gs.’ 
It had taken m ost of his 
capital to do this. 
“M arcus had w atched his operations w ith 
helpless anger, chafing at E v eleth ’s obsti­ 
nacy, and im p atiently aw aiting W etm ore’s 
arrival. M arcus hoped th at E veleth would 
have som e regard for W etm ore still, and so 
be open to persuasion to recognize th e part­ 
nership.

ATLANTIC COAST BLIZZARD 


Forty-eight Hours of Heavy 
Wind, Snow and Rain. 


A Fleet of Barges Sunk in the Lower 


Bay, flew Fork. 


Fears that Many Lives 
Are 


Wrecks on the Coast. 


Lost- 


On Sunday m orning, early, a storm of 
great severity broke over the A tlantic 
coast. All day Saturday in northern New 
E ngland the indications pointed to a heavy 
fall of snow or rain, but as tho therm om e­ 
ter rose it was generally regarded as por­ 
tending rain. At 2 a. rn. on Sunday the 
storm broke, and continued for nearly 48 
hours. For the first 2 r hours the wind was 
accom panied I y a heavy snow storm , and 
this was followed by a rainstorm th a t soon 
m ade the streets ol towns and the country 
roads im passable. 
D aylight brought no 
abatem ent of th e blizzard. On the other 
hand it gradually increased in severity, 
and at 8 o'clock tho signal service office 
registered the wind as m oving at th e rate 
of 48 m iles an hour. The tem perature was 
so cold th a t com paratively little snow fell, 
although the a r wa3 th ick w ith the flying 
particles, th a t were like razor blades and 
surgeons’ knives wdien they pelted you in 
the face. 
In this connection it should be notea th a t 
the w eather bureau predicted "show ers” 
and northeasterly winds, witli no special 
features of save, itv for Sunday. All along 
tile shores th e fears for th e safety of ship­ 
ping were general though up to th e tim e of 
w riting the disasters have been of a mine r 
cli uacter. At w atering places along Mas­ 
sachusetts coast bathhouses 
and 
other 
tem porary structures have been carried 
away. 
At D elaw are breakw ater th e bark Moro 
Castle, from P hiladelphia for San F ran­ 
cisco, 
was driven ashore, and w ent to 
pieces, but her crew was safely landed Two 
other vessels were driven ashore, bu t m ay 
bo saved. 
In New York harbor a fleet of 17 coal 
barges were M i n k , and th e crews, including 
their fam il es, barely escaped w ith their 
l i \ es, having to leave the sinking 1 ai ges in 
their n ig h t clothes. It is feared th a t some 
lives have been lost. 
The wires were blown in a1 directions, 
and from all quarters com e the details of 
trees unroofed, tracks wa h**d out, and 
other dam age of a m ore or less serious char­ 
acter. 
Tho fishing schooner C arlie A. N orton 
was driven ashore on the sandbar at S citu­ 
ate harbor, M ass, and it is clai 
ed th a t 
only one m an of her crew of 15 was saved 
by the lifeboat crew. T he wires are all 
down, however, and no authentic detaire 
can be Ired. It is said also th a t a bark has 
been w recked ret the sam e place.
